The doorways of the stores took from and

Such hurrying there never was in hurrying

In this week 
before Christmas I thought Joseph and I had 
made the personal acquaintance of every 
faker inside the loop, but we had evidently 
overlooked one, before whom I now called a 
sudden halt. 

The man was exhibiting a ridiculous lit- 
tle donkey and cart which would gallop 
away over the pavement and then back up 
in the most realistically mulish manner, I 
exchanged my usual affable greeting with 
the faker and proceeded to test the toy for 
thyself. It ended with my buying this one 
for a gamin who clung pathetically to‘'my 
trousers leg while he peered up into the work- 
ings of the donkey, and then I bought one for 
myseif and inquired concernedly after the 
faker’s business.

A book of poetry in which this passage was 
marked lay on a table lest night beside a bed 
on which lay the body of Mrs,.Carrie Couch 
Aiken Rebanks, in a cold, squalid shack on 
the shore of Lake Michigan in Windsor Park. 
Mre. Rebanks once was a belle in Chicago, 
waa a Vassar graduate; and was the divorced 
wife of Justice John K. Prindivilie. 
The woman had died late Friday night, 


Charles Rebanks, oncé a wealthy Chicagoan, 
keeping a lonely vigil in the hut which was 
almost without heat and food. The waves 
from the lake dashed up almost to the side 
of the hut. 


Destitute for Two Years. 

The couple had lived in Windsor Park for 
nearly eight years and during the last two 
years had been in destitute circumstances, 
Mrs. Rebanks was a daughter of James 
Aiken, once proprietor of the Tremont house 
on the site of the present Northwestern Uni- 
versity building. She was born in that hotel 
on March 2, 1855, 

While she was still young the family 
moved to Mendota, IIL, and after residing 
there several years returned to Chicago. 
Aiken's wife died in Mendota, and, respect- 
ing her dying wish, he married her sister, 
Josephine. The second Mrs. Aiken now lives 
at 3980 Vernon avenue in reduced circum- 
stances. 


Married and Divorced. 

At the age of 18 Miss Aiken went to Vassar 
college, and was graduated four years later. 
After that she came to Chicago to complete 
her musical studies. She was an accom- 
plished pianist, and, as her father had lost 
his wealth, she became a teacher of music, 
About this time she met John K. Prindiville, 
now police magistrate at the Harrison street 
station, and they were married. Three years 
later they were divorced. In 1891 she was 
again married, this time to Charles Rebanks, 
an Insurance broker, twenty years her senior. 
Rebanks had reached Chicago in 1855 and 
had embarked in the printing business. At 
the time of the great fire he was reputed to 
‘be worth a half million dollars. 


Rebanks Talks of Wife. : 

Sitting alone in the shanty on the lake 
shore last night, the room hardly heated by 
a flickering oil stové, Rebanks told of the 
rise and fall of his fortunes, and of his wife 
now dead, 

“She was a wonderful woman,” he said. 
“ During all our married life—thirteen years 
—she was my constant solace, cheerfully 
making the best of her lot. which she had

CZAR TO END PASSPORTS: 
NEW LAW WITHIN 6 WEEKS. 


Russia Will Abolish System—After War 
Is Over Foreigners Also Will Be Im- 
ST. PETERSBURG, Dec. 24.—Russia Is 
on the eve of abolishing the passport sys- 
tem. A new law to that effect will be promul- 
gated within six weeks. The matter already 


--has been decided in principle by the commis- 


sion which is investigating the question. 

For the present the abolition of the pass- 
port system will only apply to Russians, and 
not to foreigners, although tt Is intended at 
the end of the war to abolish the system 
governing foreigners also. The state tax on 
the latter, however, will be removed, leav- 
ing ohly Red Cross and invalid fund taxes, 

The abolition of the passport system in 
Russia will work a complete revolution, not 
only in removing every individual in the em- 
pire from constant surveillance by the police 
but in many other ways increasing personal 

‘freedom. 

It is impossible under the present system 
for a peasant to leave a commune without 
an. indorsed passport, or for a divorced wife 
to leave the husband's roof without his per- 
mission. The abolition, so far as tourists are 
concerned, will be a great convenience, but 
it will have no such deep and material sig- 
nificance as in the case of Russians. 

The present passport system constitutes 
more annoyance than the actual restriction 
of legitimate tourists. No hotel or lodging 
house tn the empire is permitted to receive 
a guest overnight without his submitting a 
passport to the police. A native must secure 


a special passport, costing $7.50, before he 


can go abroad. The penalty for evading this 
law ts exceedingly drastic.

Theodore Borst, 84 Years Old, 
Asks Home in Poorhouse. 


WOULD NOT BE A “BURDEN.” 


Gets Warm Weleome from: Grandehil- 
dren When Returned.. 


Fo? his Christmas gift Theodore Borst, 84 
years old, pleaded yesterday with the Evans- 
ton police to be given a shelter in the poor- 
house. He had been living with his son, 
Bernard Borst, a florist. at 2138 Asbury ave- 
nue. His needs always had been satisfied. 
Surrounded by his grandchildren, from 3 to 


115 years old, he had appeared contented. 


Christmas was drawing near and the prep- 
arations of the little ones for a time brought 
more life and zest to the grandfather. Their 
secrets and plans were told to him alone, and 
the increased consideration which they show- 
ered upon him moved him deeply. Their 
tenderness emphasized the pathos of his ex- 
istence, and then, as he said, he realized the 
treuble which he must cause the family, For 
two days he grieved to himself. | 


Won’t “ Burden ” Those He Loves. 

Finally Borst resolved to cease — a 
“ burden,” and, putting on his seldom used 
fur cap and heavy overcoat, he quietly left 
‘the residence of his son, which had his 
for so long, and started on his way to the 
poorhouse. Across the fields which surround 
‘the greenhouses he walked slowly to the 
street car. Before long he was in the office $f 
Police Capt. Mersch, and was begging to be 
taken at once to Dunning. 

Many of the loungers in the station recog- 
nized Borst and wonderingly questioned him 
as to the cause of suchastep. Was there any 
trouble? No, with his son there had been 
only happiness, he said. Borst would not 
argue. He said he knew that his “ boy," 
* Berny,’’ would support him, give him all he 
wanted and more; but still he did not wish to 
return. The thought that his helplessness 
might bring unhappiness to any one was more 
than he could bear. 

Takes Trip with Detective. 

‘Seeing that all attempts at dissuasion were 
useless, Capt. Mersch said that he would 
grant Borst’s wish. Calling Detective Keefe 
to one side, he held a whispered conference 
with him, and then told the aged man that 
Keefe would take him to the poorhouse. 

In the police carriage, seated beside the 
detéctive, Borst was silent until he saw he 
was in a familiar neighborhood, and then, 
suspecting where he was being taken, he 
sobbed: No, I don't want togo home. No,” 
and he bowed his head on his hands. So he 
remained until the carriage stopped, and he 
saw he was at his son's residence. 

For a moment the detective was at a loss for 
words, and then a little girl came running 
from the old man’s favorite walk. where she 
had been in search of him. “Gramp,” she 
called, as she reached the carriage, “ I've

Opens with a Bombardment. 

The attack began on thé morning of Dec, 
22, when, according to an official dispateh 
from Gen Nogi's headquarters, the Russias 
defense works on the heights east of How 
yangshukou, or Sungshu mountain, on Rik- 
lung mountain, and the “H” forts wer 
bombarded by the Japanese with heayy 
guns, which inflicted considerable damage, : 

At dawn on Dec. 23 the right wing of the 
Japanese army attacked the enemy on the 
heights east of Houyangshukou and captured 
the ridge and heights at 7:40 in the morning. . 


Counter Attack Repulsed,

Gen. Kondratenko 
at Port Arthur the Russians have lost the 
officer to whose knowledge and ingenuity 
largely is due the garrison’s ability to with- 
stand the furious Japanese onslaughts. He 
was an ordnance expért, and planned and 
constructed many of the most important 
features of the defenses. It was he who in- 
| Vented the barbed wire, water, and electricity 
“‘mantraps into which so many Japanese have 
fallen, and the hand grenade defense and 
offense which has wrought great destruction 
on the Japanese, and a number of times been 
the only thing that has saved a position from 
capture. His personal travery at the head 
of his men has several times been reportedto 
the czar in official reports by Stoessel, and 
as an idol of the garrison he was second only 
to the commander. 


THIRD ARMY, BEFORE PORT ARTHUR, 


Dec. 20, via Tientsin, Dec. 24.—Since the gen- 
eral a&sault of Nov. 26-27 against the fortson 
Rihfung and Keekwan mountains, resulting 
in furious fighting and great loss of life, the 
Japanese have been engaged in tunneling 
under the north fort of Keekwan mountain.

On the morning of Dec. 18 seven mines, 
containing tons,of dynamite, were jaid, the 
object of which was to destroy the north wah 
and so give the Japanese access to the fort.

Two entire battalicns answered the 
pemeral’s call, one from the left division and 
the other from the general reserves. The first 
Dattalion remained in the caponniére gal- 
leries during the explosion of the mines, while 
the second battalion was in a parallel close 
to the wall of the counter scarp. 

In order that the dark biue uniforms of the 
men might not show against the brown of the 
e0li which would be turned by the force of 

the explosion, all the attackers wore brown 

‘Woolen underdrawers over their trousers and 
brown sweaters over their tunics. Instead of 
& Gap each man wore a brown woolen head- 
piece, which extended to the shoulders, leav- 
ing only the face visible. 

Every man carried a rifle in his right hand 
and dynamite grenades in his left, while a 
lighted slow match was attached to his cart- 
ridge belt with which to ignite the fuses of 
the grenades.

the sight was wonderful in the extreme. 
tiuge clouds of brown earth and débris of all 
Kinds were thrown 200 feet in the air, and 
it looked as if the whole fort had been sent 
heavenward. When the clouds of earth had 
Settied down, the snow for some 500 yards 
around the fort was covered with brown 
®arth, pieces of timber, and blocks of con- 
crete. 

The explosions made two large breaches in 
the north wali of the fort, through which the 
Sapanese in the moat swarmed. They 
charged so quickly that fifty of them were 
either kiiied or wounded by tie falling débris. 

the Japanere succeeded in gaining the 
ramparts ang charged the interior of the 
fort, but they were repulsed by a portion of 
the garrison from behind a wall at the rear 
Of the fart. which had not been touched by 
the force of the explosion. Behind this wall 
there were four field guns and three machine 
guns. 

The second battalion of attackers was un- 
able to advance immediateiy, as the sapping 
trenches from the paraliel to the moat were 
filled with débris. When this débris had been 
excavated, the battalion gained the moat and 
reached the ramparts through the breaches 

had been made by the explosions. 


Japenese Assault Described. 

The commander of this enterprise réalized 
that any attempt to gain the interior of the 
fort would end in disaster if his whole force 
advanced in one body. so he disposed his men 
-Blong the wall and ordered them to gain the 
lower level of the interior of the fort by twos 
and threes and to find cover in the holes 
Which htad been made in the surface by the 
Japanese shells. In the whole center of the 
fort_great holes had been forn by the Jap- 
anese shelis, and these offered good cover tor 
the rifle and machine gun fire directed (rom 
the rear of the fort. In these holes 150 of the 
uttackers had found cover by 5.0’clock in the 
evering. 
Advancing carefully, the Japanese . ap- 
Proached the Russian defenses in the rear 
of the fort, and by working from hole to 
_ hole under cover of the darkness the entire 
battalion gained the interior of the fort, not- 


withstanding the desperate resistance made

Garrison Fights to the Death.

The preliminaries of the commission have 
clearly shown that the British are anxious 
for a prompt disposal of the case, while the 
Russians do not object to delay it. There- 
fore, the postponement of the opening of the 
sessions of the commission, owing to the non- 
arrival of Rear Admiral Davis, the Ameri- 
can representative, developed an incident | 
showing the significant grouping of the dele- 
gates, the Russians sharing the American 
view that Admiral Davis was entitled to

Wireless Message to Davis.

All the managers of the State street de- 
partment stores and jewelry houses and the 
big stores In Wabash avenue, who count 
largely on Christmas business, declared 
themselves more than satisfied with the vol- 
ume of trade. In most instances it surpassed 
anticipations. Several said that it exceeded 


that of the year before by from 25 to 331-3 


per 

There were several causes contributing to 
the remarkable volume of business. The 
weather was favorable for shopping. It was 
not too cold or stormy or too wet under foot. 
This condition made it possible for women 
to do much of their shopping at night, and in 
those stores that remained open the multi- 
tude of shoppers was scarcely diminished un- 
til closing time came and happy purchasers, 
loaded down with bundles, began to pour out 
of the doors. - - 

One of the interesting scenes during the last 
week was a night special sale, conducted in 
the one store where women remained for 
hours in line for a chance to struggle over 
dress goods. This was an innovation in spe- 
cial sales, : 

Well Supplied with Funds. 


The principal reason, however, for the un- 
precedented trade was the abundance of 
money and the feeling among all classes of 
people that times were. good and would be 
better. People who in the fast few days have 
been economizing and laying by money for 
emergencies drew on their hoards and spent 
freely, making up for lost time. . The ex- 
travagance, if it could be called such, became 
contagious and the Christmas spirit became 
so epidemic that it taxed the shopkeépers to 
supply the demand. Several of the State 
street stores ran out of goods in certain lines, 

‘It was noticeable that people wanted a 
better class of goods than they were in the 
habit of purchasing in former. years. ‘This 
was true in alldepartments, from dress goods 
to toys. There was not the.incessant hunt- 
ing for bargains that charaaterized former 
years. People wanted quality rather than 
quantity. It was a man from Missouri who 
went into Marshall Field's during one of the 
coldest days of the season and bought a lace 
parasol for $250; and two days thereafter 
two Chicago men bought two fur collarettes 
aggregating $7,500. 

Fur and Jewelry Trade Large. 

The fur and jewelry trade was far in ad- 
vance of former years. It was estimated 
that in five State street jewelry houses the 
purchases amounted to over $1,000,000. 

In estimating the amount of Christmas 
business in ten State street stores their an- 
nual business was taken as a basis. This 
was in the neighorhood of $78,000,000. The 
most careful cstimators in the street were 
of the opinion that 16 per cent of the total 
business of the.year might be taken as the 
holiday receipts. In some of the stores this 
percentage was exceeded, and in others it 
was less, depending largely on the ntity 
of holiday goods carried in stock. some 
of the stores no toys are carried in stock, and 
in others there are-no book departments. . 


Lightest Trade on Saturday. | 

The business yesterday in several of the 
stores, it was said, was lighter than on any 
previous day of the week. This is due to the 
fact that people have been educated out of 
the practice of‘ waiting until the last day 
to make their purchases. It was noticed in 
the afternoon that*a’ comparatively large 
number of men was in the stores.« These gen- 
erally bought small articles, such‘as they 
could carry away in their pockets, and they 
were not hard to please. Among women 
shoppers a more critical spirit was mani- 
fested.

The next morning they 
drove away together and that same night 
Donahue reached Hobart, a small town a 
few miles west of Tolleston, alone, with 
Northrup’s horse and buggy. 

_After spending a night and a day drinking 
at Hobart, Danahuedrove away. Four days 
later the body of Northrup was found in a 
clump of bushes by the side of a lonely road 
between Tollestoh and Hobart. He had 
been shot five times in the head. It was dis- 
covered then that Donahue had sold North- 
rup’s watch in Hobart 4 his visit. 


Qnce Located in Kalamazoo. 


Since that time the search for Donahue 
has beén continuous. Once he visited his 
sister in Kalamazao, Mich. He was discov- 
ered anda posse of farmers was organized 
which drove him into the open country near 
Grand Junction, Mich.

Daniel J. Gallery, one of the original mem- 
bers of the board of trade and a pioneer in the 
transfer business in Chicago, died of heart 
disease yesterday morning in the office of his 
‘som, John J. Gallery, tn the Chamber of Com- 
merce bullding.

Lawyer States Issue. 

While waiting for the opening of proceed- 
ings in Judge Cowing’s court Osborne was 
asked why Dodge had refused to see Barrow 
8S. Weeks and Abe Hummel at police head- 
quarters last night. He did not- answer di- 
rectly, but made this statement: 

“ Suppose a lawyer should go to his client 
and tell him the story and his client should 
agree to that story; suppose the facts 
should become Known to the press and the 
attorney should not care to have the story 
come to light; if this attorney went to see 
his client while the client was in custody 
would he go there in his own interest or the 
the client for securing another lawyer? 

“There are a great many charitable law- 
yers in New York, by the way. Would you 
nelieve there is in this city a lawyer so 
charitable that he called at police headquar | 
ters last night and said: ‘I am Dodge's 
attorney.” ,I give you my word Dodge not 
only did not know that attorney but never 
had heard of his name before.”’ : 


Recital of Revenge. . 

- The confession of Dodge, which ts In the 
hands of the district attorney, is an amazing 
recital of revenge. The facts he sets forth 
were submitted to Jerome some time ago by 
Morse himself. It is reported that Morse is 
behind the fight to bring Dodge back from 
Texas and that the money which was ex- 
pended lavishly in the effort to keep the for- 
mer husband of Mrs. Morse out of the juris- 
diction of local courts came from the well 
filled coffers of the millionaire politician. 
* It appears that the friendship of Morse an@ 
the politician was formed while the latter 
was in office, that through the influence of 
Morse the politician acquired a great Weal 
of money in the stock market. But soon after 
the administration under which the politician 
held office went out of power he had a 
quarrel with the ice king. There had been 
business differences, but these could have 
been smoothed over. The bitterness of the 
quarrel was in a social slight which had been 
put upon the politician by Morse and his wife. 

The politician is perfectly convérsant with 
all the history of Mrs. Morse. He knew of 
the divorce from Dodge and how it was ob- 
tained. He knew Mrs. Morse previous to her 
marriage to the ice king, she having‘ acted 
as his housekeeper. The district attorney’s 
information is that he is determined to strike 
at Morse through his wife and the Dodge 
divorce proceedi 

With this object in view he is sald to have 
consulted a prominent lawyer. Soon after 
this a letter reached Morse conveying the 
information that the Dodg®é divorce suit was 
illegal. Then followed Morse’s move to an- 
nul his marriage, based on affidavits of Dodge 
that he had not been served with a summons 
complaint in the suit for divorce brought by 


his wife 
; Foiled as to Secrecy. 

The expectation of the politician was that 
the court proceeding could be kept secret. 
But the news of the annulment of the Morse 
marriage leaked out, and out of the publicity 
grew proof that,when Dodge swore that his 
wife’s divorce was fraudulent hé had per- 
jured himself. 

This as the first intimation, according to the 
district attorney's proofs, that Morse of 
the fact that some outside influence was at 
‘work against him. He set detectives to work 
and partially u&covered the conspiracy, but 
before the work was completed Dodge had 
skipped to Texas. 4 

Not only is a Tammany man under fire but 
certain prominent lawyers will be openly at- 
tacked by the district attorney when he gets 
the machinery of the law in motion. Dodge 
was plentifully supplied with money in his 
effort to stay in’ Texas and the-source of his 
wealth was a great mystery. 

It is reported Dodge. confessed his first in- 
timation of the conspiracy to set aside the 
divorce when Howe and Hummel sent for 
him to come to this city. At the dictation 
of Hummel, he says, he swore to the affide- 
vit. Dodge confessed that when he left At- 
lanta, Ga., to come to New York he was pen- 
niless, without any means of support, and 
thet after he had made affidavit he re- 
ceived a large sum of money. Dodge in his 
comf: n has told of versations he has 
had with Hummel, Keffenberg, May, and 
Cohen, all members of firm of Howe & 
Hummel. | 

Many Complications in Case. 

Charles F. Dodge was the former husband 
of Mrs. Charlies W. Morse, wife of the banker 
and former head of the ice trust. Dodge was 
proprietor of a hotel at Atlanta, Ga., in 18098, 
when his wife, from whom he separated, sued 
him for absolute divorce. He had been a rail- 
road conductor before that. In granting the 
»G@ivorce Justice Nash gave the woman per- 
mission to marry again, and she took advan- 
tage of this to marry Morse, whose house- 
keeper she had been. Mayor Van Wyck was 
best man at the wedding. 

In October, 1908, Mrs. Morse applied to have 
her former divorce annulled on the ground 
that she had.discovered that a summons in 
the case had been served on Dodge, and 
this reason explained his failure to put ina 
defense. Dodge testified that the man served 
with a summons was some other than he. 

As a result of Dodge's allegations, Supreme 
Court Justice Clarke set aside.the decree that 
had freed Mrs. Morse from Dodge. Since 
then the whole case has been reopened on the 
plea of Morse to intervene, the annulment 
has been set aside, and the original divorce 
upheld, proof being offered that Dodge was 
ported. He was indicted and fled to Texas.

DENIES RIGHTS OF COURTS. 


Seeking Release of Elec- 
tion Official, 


“Denver, Colo., Dec. 24.—Attorney Samuel 
Beiford has drawn up a brief to be pre- 


.pented to the United States Supreme court 


in the application for a writ of habeas corpus 
for Michael Dowd, one of the thirty election 
officials who have been sentenced to jail 
by the Célorado Supréme court on charges 
of contempt mages on their actions at the 
polls. . 

The brief sddalibinn the authority of the 
Supreme court to take jurisdiction of an 
election. It lays stress on the fact thet the 
grounds for the action taken by the justices 
are still a seeret, because no opinion has 


been handed déwn. It declares that the | 


remedy gought by the petitioners was purely 


‘political, and that the state constitution 


expressly prohibits the courts from inter- 
fering with such cases. 

All matters pertaining to elections and 
which are political in their nature are ex- 
pressly confided by. the constitution, tt says, 


to the legislative department. Courts are } 


expressly prohibited from at-any time or in 
any manner interfefing with the conduct 
of elections or the right of suffrage. 

The republicarts do not contend, the brief 
asserts, that the military have any right 
to interfere in the election. It is contended 
that the courts of the state have no more 
right to interfere. If any frauds have been 
committed an appeal lies te the proper 
courts of the state. The brief states that 
the action of the Supreme oourt in this city 
will open the eyes of the rest of the country 
to what is meant by government by injunc- 
tion, and continues: 

6° Wherein lies the difference between the 
arbitrary and despotic decrees of the 8u- 
preme court and an imperial ukase which 
the czar fad Russia might issue?”

Interesting Query on Game. 
The following query may interest many 
besides the propounder: 
“Would: a if you would kindly 
answer the following question: Sc« e is 
-horse and horse and 24 to 8 on the second 
horse. The dealer, who is 24, passes to his 
partner. <As the partner, what would you 
make it with the following hand? Hearts, 
10, 8, 4, 2; clubs, queen, 8; spades, 10, 9, 8; 
diamonds, king, 10, 4, 3.” 
The proper declaration is spades, and 
would still be spades if the hand were quite 
a little stronger than the one given. 
If the dealer could make the odd trick. at 
anything, with the help of the cards named 
above, he should never have the 
make. Players should not be afraid to de- 
clare no trump with a really strong hand 
simply because they do not need a big score 
for game. 
There are many precepts used by bridge 
players which are a snare to the unwary. 
One of these is that when the dealer passes 
the make, having a score of 24 or better, 
he calls for his partner to name the best 
suit which he (dummy) has.. Within cer- 
tain limitations this is all right, but when 
applied to such cases as the above, which 
are frequent, it at once becomes foolish. 
Trying to win the game with such cards 
should almost invariably give the game to 
the nents. 


Handed Bridge Enjoyable. 
The English game of three handed bridge 
is far more enjoyable and in every way su- 
perior to the one commonly used in this coun- 
try. The method of playing i« as follows: 

The threé players cut, the one cutting low- 
est winning the dummy for that hand, the 


deal is finished the player at the right of the 
dealer moves one seat to the right, sitting 
opposite the original dealer, and the player 
déaler the 
dummy the second deal.: | 
This is continued throughout the: rubber. 
the player at the right of the dealer moving 
one seat to the right at the end of each deal. 
The scores of each player are kept separately 
and the scoring is the same as in four handed 
bridge, with this important exception: 
‘When the dealer loses one or more odd 
tricks in the hand, the value of the’tricks | 
lost is scored by each of the other two, but 
scored as honors in counting towards game. 
Each player must win his games entirely on 
his own deals when playing with dummy. 


Dummy May Name Trump. 


trumps from his own hand he may pass the 
make to the dummy, in which case the 
declaration is determined by arbitrary rules, 
as follows: 

If dummy’s hand contains three or four 
aces the declaration is no trump, otheraise: 
the. longest suit must be declared trump. 
Should there be two suits of equal length 
that one counting the highest In pips must 
.be chosen (an ace counts eleven, king, queen, 
or jack ten each); if there are two suits of 
equal length and strength the most valuable 
must be declared. 
‘Fifty points are added ‘tothe’ score: for 
each game won, with an additional fifty 
points for the rubber game. Bither of tha 
adversaries may.double the make, as in four 
handed bridge, but the dealer may only re- 
double from his own hand. 

Two, handed bridge ts not worth a descrip- 
tion; it is, if possible, worse than two handed 
poker. 

* Inquirer: With more than two odd needed 
at clubs, would declare your hand no trump. 
It is strong and you would be reasonably 
certain on winning two Ms Age at no trump 
if your partner had but one winning card in 
his hand.

Led away by 
momentary improvements in’ the freight 
market, many owners contracted for. new 
steamers, when, according to the best au- 
thorities, such action was absolutely unjus- 
tified, and could only contribute to. bring 
about the present acute position, which 
means that freights are at the lowest plane 
ever known. 

Not a Redeeming Feature. 

In former bad times there has been fairly 
good business in at least one or two direc- 
trons, but there has not been this redeeming 
feature during the last year. On the con- 
trary, dull monotony has prevatied through- 
out every quarter of tue world. 

With the advent of so much new tonnage, 
owners could not bring themselves to be 
idle. Older vessels have suffered severely, 
and a large number have been iaid up a cone 
siderable time. 

Nor have shipbuilders benefited by the 
work they have executed, as, in order to 
keep their yards and staffs employed, they 
have made extraordinary concessions in 
prices and facilities for payment. Instances 
are known of vessels of between 6,000 and 
7,000 tons carrying capacity being built for 
$25 per ton, or a little more, which price con- 
atitutes the record as being the lowest.

THE SCHOOL BOARD AND THE DEAF. 
There seems still to be a determination on 
the part of some members of the board of 
education to revive the controversy over the 
deaf department in the normal school. This 
‘attitude of mind is so inexplicable that one 
@anno: help suspecting an attack on the 
norma! school itself. 
When the board voted co esta lish in the 
normal school a department in which in- 
struction might be gi-en in the “or.1” 
method of teaching the deaf to speak, it was 
part-of the arrangement that a certain pri- 
“yate school in which the “ oral ” method was 


« taw@ht should. be given to the city and its 


wteachers travsferred to the public schools. 
The city cdined a valuable property. The 
~ geal estate deeds have been drawn up. The 
_ transaction is on the point of being closed. 
Everything is done except the formal trans- 
fer of the teachers in question. Yet at the 
last meeting of the board a certain faction 
among the trustees forced a postponement 
of the vote. by which this transfer was to 
be accomplished. — 

Meanwhile what becomes of the teachers? 


Their school has passed into the hands of the 
city. The private persons who were manag- 
ing the school are no longer its managers. 
Yet the city has not given the teachers for- 


‘limal admittance to its pay roll. They are 
} serving two masters, but not one paymaster. 


Petty tactics of this kind which bear bard 
on inoffensive women are unworthy of any 
member of the board of education. Their 
péttiness itself is a serious matter. There 
must be something behind it. The violent 
uproar.made over a plan to benefit deaf chil- 
dren by preparing teachers for them in the 
normal] school was quite out of proportion to 
the importance of the enterprise. Why should 
the introduction of an “oral” method de- 
partment into the normal school arouse a 
degree of rage which would do credit toa 
national election? Perhaps Trustee Duddle- 
ston furnished the explanation. “ We are 
creating a department,” he said, “ in a school 
ich has no right to exist.” | 
ow Judge Tuley dismissed the complaint 
ag t the normal school. He held that the 
board of education had the right to maintain 
a school in which teachers were taught how 


toteach. Chicago agrees with him. Attacks 


on the normal school will not be pepular. 
And they will not become any more popu- 
lar by taking refuge behind an attack on the 
“oral” method, which really teaches the 
dumb to utter words, and which is almost 
unanimously demanded by the parents of 
deaf and dumb children. | 


Christmas is, indeed, the celebration of 
the nativity. The birth of Christ is the fore- 
most thought suggested to the modern world 
by the annual recurrence of the holy day. 
But the festive character of the celebration, 
the giving of presents, the feasting and 
merriment, the use of evergreen and holly 
and mistletoe, are all remnants of pagan 
rites. Christmas, while it symbolizes the 
union of the human and divine in the char- 
acter of Christ, at the same time establishes 
a mystic bond between the modern and the 
pagan man. 

Long before the shepherds on the Judean 
plains saw the star rise in the east and 
heard the tidings of “ Peace on earth, good 
will to man,” the Romah. populace surged 
through the streets at the feast of Saturn, 
giving themselves up to wild license and 


boisterous merry making. They exchanged 


presents, they decorated their dwellings and 
temples with green boughs; slaves were 
given special privileges, and the spirit of 
good will was abroad among men. This 
Roman Saturnalia came at the winter sol- 
stice, the same as does our Christmas day, 
while the birth of Christ is widely believed 
to have taken place at some other season of 
the year. 3 

Primeval man looked upon the sun as 
the revelation of divinity. When the short- 
est day of the year was passed, when the 


tive man rejoiced in the thought of the com- 
ing seedtime and summer, and he made 
feasts and revelry the mode of expressing 
the gladness of his heart. Among the sun 
worshipers of Persia,.among the druids of 
the far north, among the Pheenicians, among 
the Romans, and among the ancient Goths 
and Saxons the winter solstice was the 
occasion of festivities. Many of them were 
rude and barbarous, but they were all dis- 
tinguished by hearty and profuse hospitality. 

The Christian church did not abolish these 
heathen ceremonies, but grafted upon them 
a deeper spiritual meaning. [For this rea- 
son Christmas is an institution which me- 
morializes the best there was in pagan man. 
Its good cheer, its charity, its sports, its 
feasting, and the features which most en- 
dear it to children are all the heritage of 
our pagan ancestors. The fidelity with 
which we preserve the Christmas customs 
is evidence that the heart of modern and 
pagan man is much the same. And so long 
as the heart knows good will and charity, 
and so long as the stomach loves good food 
and feasting, the Christmas spirit will re- 
main among men, 


THE DUTCH EAST INDIES. 

Adam Smith said “no nation ever volun- 
tarily gave up the dominion of any province, 
how troublesome soever it might be to gov- 
ern it, and how small soever the revenue 
which it afforded might be in proportion to 
the expense which it occasioned.” That is 
a wise saying, which should have been re- 
‘membered by the Americans who, on dif- 
ferent occasions, have urged the withdrawal 


i of the United States from the Philippines. 
| So, while there is talk in the Netherlands of 


the advisability of the sale of the colonial 
dependencies in the East Indies because they 
are a source of constant expense, the prob- 
abilities are that it will come to nothing. 
There is a purchaser at hand if a sale 
should be decided on. Germany was so late 
in entering the colonial market that nearly 
all the bargains had been snapped up. She 
had to be content with some African allot- 
ments, one of which is costing her millions, 
and with sonie islands or parts of islands in 
Oceania which make a fine showing on the 
map but produce little revenue or trade. 


The oriental possessions of the Netherlands 


have an area of 730,000 square miles, with 
a population of about 36,000,000. They in- 
clude the Spice islands, over whose trade 
English, Dutch, Spaniards, and Portuguese 
once waged savage war, Java, tich in coffee 
and sugar, the tin islands of Banca and Bil- 
liton, a considerable portion of New Guinea, 
and Sumatra, where an intermittent war 
bas been carried on with the Malays for 
half a century. That war has been a sore 


| burden on the colonial finances. If Germany 


were to become the owner of these islands 
she would occupy a position in the orient she 
cannot pretend to now, and would need s 
larger navy. 

If there were no sentimental considera- 
tions, and it were purely a matter of busi- 
ness, the Dutch would gladly sell their 
colonies to the highest bidder. It is true 
that the Duteh Have managed their de- 
pendencies more intelligently than the 
Spaniards or the Portuguese did theirs, but 
the Netherlands, like Spain, would be more 
prosperous without colonies.

The 
Portuguese will not listen to the proposition 
that they shall give up the African terri- 
tories they can make little use of, but which 
are all that are ieft to them of the yast 
areas over whicu their flag once floated.

Jewish parents, being as tender hearted 
as Christian parents, cannotsendure to have 
their children feel like outcasts and aliens 
at a festival season, and so their youngsters 
get gifts. If conditions were reversed, the 
Gentiles being in the minority, and the Jews 
had a Christmas-like holiday, the Gentiles 
would get into the habit of observing it. 

Rabbis with their eyes on the past, who 
have read in their books of Jews murdered 
by fanatical Christians during Christmas 
week, may warn their congregations not to 
touch “the unclean thing,” but the children 
are more influential than the rabbis, and 
will arrange matters to suit themselves, 


THE ARBITRATION TREATIES. 

| The Ancient Order of Hibernians of Mas- 
gachusetts. has adopted resolutions calling 
on the senate not to ratify the arbitration 
treaty with Great Britain. The resolutions 
assert that that treaty “ will have all the 
force and effect that a treaty of alliance 
would have, and concurrent action with 
England under these conditions would in- 
evitably lead to war without the consent of 
congress.”” This will be, news to President 
Roosevelt and Secretary Hay, who are of 
the opinion that the treaty merely provides 
for the settlement by arbitration of a limited 
number of matters of possible difference. 

The treaty with Great Britain is not the 
only one the president will lay before the 
senate. There may be a dozen of them in 
all, including one with France. So if the 
treaty with Great Britain will have “the 
‘force and effect” of a treaty of alliance, the 
president and the secretary of state are pre- 
paring to entangle the United States in a 
series of alliances with large and small for- 
eign powers. Of course they are attempt- 
‘ing nothing of the kind. , 

If the arbitration agreement with Great 
Britain is objectionable, so are the similar | 
agreements with France and other nations. 
But to those agreements nobody takes ex- 
ception. It is the English one alone which 
is condemned. Of that alone does the 
Ancient Order of Hibernians say that “ it 
may precipitate war with one or more of 
the great powers of the world.” 

Possibly some of the members of that or- 
ganization would rather the United States 
should settle a disputed question with Great 
Britain by war than arbitration. The aver- 
age American does not feel thus. He has 
no consuming love for Englishmen, but he 
does not hate them, and as a purely business 
proposition prefers honorable arbitration to 
a costly and murderous war. 

The ratification of the treaties will not 
oblige the United States to submit to arbi- 
tration any question which affects its honor 
or is vital to its interests—the Monroe doc- 
trine for instance. It has been objected that- 
European holders of confederate bonds 
might insist on the question of the liability 
of the United States for their payment being 
submitted to arbitration. That is the wild- 
est nonsense. a 

If one of the treaties is rejected all should 
be. There should be no offensive discrim- 
ination against one country merely becausea 
few persons living in America who dislike 
that country make the demand. If that 
shall be accepted as a rule of action no treaty 
will be ratified with Russia if Poles object 
‘to it, with Austria if Bohemians protest, or 
with Germany if some Dane from Schleswig 
shall raise his voice against it. 


HOW TO PUT SPURS TO THE LAW. 

When a man gets his claim for damages 
finally sustained by the courts, who gets the 
interest which might have accumulated on 
that claim in the interval? 

John Rudnik was injured in 1885. In 
1904 the Supreme court of Illinois awarded 
him $10,000. If the person or firm in whose 
employ he was injured was prudent enough 
to put away a sum of $10,000 in 1885 the 
beneficent operation of the principle of com- 
pound interest at 6 per cent has by this time 
added $20,000 to the original deposit. The 
injurer gets the $20,000. The injured gets 
the $10,000. Evidently a wrong has been 


his money when the crushing happens. If 
appeals, demurrers, replies, rejoinders, and 
other jockeyings lead justice astray for-nine- 
teen years it is not the innocent that ought 
to suffer. 

A case similar to Rudnik’s came to light 
not long ago. A young girl was compelled 
to wait nine years for the $10,000 which 
constituted the compensation for injuries 
which she had received. Such delays give 
an unfair advantage to the stronger party. 
A corporation can pay for lawyers, for costs, 
and for appeals till the poor litigant is worn 
out. There ought to be some return to the 
poor litigant for the money that he-has lost 
meanwhile. If interest were paid on final 
awards there would be less resistance to just 
demands. The volume of litigation would 
shrink and the damage claimant with right 
on his side would not be deprived by legal 
filibustering of a large part of the vulue of 
his claim—that is, of its interest-bearing 
capacity. 

Another angle from which the impressive 
mass of litigation in Chicago can be profita- 
bly surveyed is the “municipal court.” 
When the municipal court takes the place 
of the present justice court it ought to be 
4 equipped not only with competent, well-paid’ 
judges, but with a scope of jurisdiction that 
will enable it to deal with many cases that 
now rise into the Circuit and Superior courts. 
There is no réason why, when the municipal 
courts are courts of record, they should not 
be capacious enough to swallow a large part 
of the litigation which now leads to the cry 
for more judges.

There is a strong suspicion that acute and 
ingenious persons like Circuit and Superior 
court judges could cut a few Gordian knots 
in legal procedure if they had to and could 


sweep away a good deal of cumbersome 


litigation with a stout broom. 


THE WAR DURING THE WEEK. 

The Japanese made valuable gains at 
Port Arthur on Sunday last, when they took 
five of the seven Keekwan forts. The en- 
gineers had driven two tunnels under the 
forts. Two tons of dynamite were inserted 
into the tips of these tunnels and exploded. 
The forts were breached and a select body 
of volunteers under septuagenarian Lieut. 
Gen. Samejima rushed in. There was a 
fierce hand to hand fight for a few moments, 
when the Muscovites’ resistance ceased. 
The Japs captured five 8.2 inch cannons, 
four smaller guns, and four machine guns, 
together with a considerable amount of am- 
munition. One of the Keekwan forts taken 
seems to have been a link in the chain of 
inner forts. 

The same day—Sunday—the Japs made 
gains on the other side of the town in the 
direction of 203 Meter hill, but they were 


unable on this side to reach the main line of 


forts. On Thursday the Japs pushed their 
advantage still further by taking some of the 
Russian works about Pigeon bay. - 

The Japanese also occupied themselves 
in a series of gallant torpedo attacks upon 


the battleship Sevastopol, the last of the 


Russian fleet. The Sevastopol equipped 
itself with the torpedo nets of its destroyed 
sister ships, and many of the torpedoes 
discharged at it were stopped by the nets 
within a few feet of the hull. However, the 
Japanese mosyuito fleet finally succeeded in 
disabling the great ship so as to make it 
unseaworthy. There being no dry docks out 
of reach of the Japanese guns the Sevasto- 
pol cannot be repaired. 

The long and exacting work of Togo in 
the neighborhood of Port Arthur has been 
finally ended with complete success. If 
during the balance of the war he keeps his 
work up to its present high standard he will 
go down to history as one of the greatest sea 
captains thateverlived. - 

At the outbreak of hostilities he was con- 
fronted by a foe superior to himseif in ton- 
nage and weight of guns. Of the standard 
fighting wunits—battleships—Russia had 
eight and Japan six. At the end of ten 
months’ arduous work the Russian fleet is 
wiped out. The Japs, however, have not 
escaped unscathed. ‘At least one of their 
battleships, the Hatsuse, has been destroyed 
by amine. Another, the Yashima, was also 
injured, but there are reasons to believe that 


it may have since been repaired. 


Togo’s purpose has been throughout not 


to inflict the maximum of damage upon the 
enemy but to cause him the maximum 


amount of damage compatible with the 
minimum amount of damage for himself. 
The English newspaper critics have bitter- 
ly criticised such tactics. They say Togo 
should have sailed right in and sunk the 
Russian fleet when he had the chance on 
Aug. 10. But the event shows that Togo 
was right in all. Had he closed with the 
Russians on Aug. 10 he probably would 
have lost some of his own ships in destroying 
the enemy, and had he fewer ships than he 
now has the result of the battle with the 
oncoming Baltic fleet would be most doubt- 
ful, indeed, and it must always he remem- 
bered that if the Baltic fleet is successful 
the war ends at once, and jm favor of Russia. 
Two Japanese auxiliary cruisers have put 
in to Singapore, claiming themselves to be 
parts of Admiral Kamimura’s squadron, 


which, the auxiliary cruisers carefully re- 


port, consists of two battleships, two first 
class crujsers, two second class cruisers, 
and twelve torpedo boats. This squadron, 
it is intimated, is to proceed westward in 
the hope of catching one of Rojestvensky’s 
divisions before it can unite with the other. 
The episode is a trifle naive. The Japanese

But, apparently, ever behind these triumphs of the flesh there was at 
Christmas a haunting suggestion of mystery and of doom, At no time of 

the year were superstitions so rife. At no time of the year were the dead 
so close to the living as at this festival. Crouching before the blazing fire 
old men listened to voices other than those of the minstrels. Young girls, 
peering into the flames, read secrets other than those just murmured to 
them from lovers’ lips. Past and future converged, as it were, at this halt- 
ing place of the years. And is it not the same today? Is there not in the 
eagerness to claim the living, to cluster closer together, to thaw out our 
hearts, to forgive, to forget—is there not in this almost universal eager- 
ness an unspoken fear of the past that we can never win back? of the 
future that stretches in impenetrable mystery beyond us? But even the 
sense of mystery associated with Christmas had two aspects. On one side 
the devout mind turned wistfully to the hallowed stories of the saints; on 
the other the practical earthy sentiment of the people expressed itself in an 
almost purely pagan folklore. . 

Well, we have passed into a century which is engrossed in other ideals.

Gone is the lord of misrule; gone the court jester, the mum- 
ming, the Yule log, the wassail bow! are gone; the Christmas carol itself be- 
longs almost to the past. But Christmas survives. Still human nature 
claims for this one season a tithe of the old simplicity, something of the 
forgotten cadelessness. Still children’s faces light up before the wonder

sat through thirteen years of his 60 years of 
life—years that have been hopeful and sunny 
beyond the understandings of many who have 
found the ways of fortunes and of favors so 
rough and calling so loud for complaints. 

* Be blue if you must and can’t help it,” 
smiles this sunny man over his glasses, “* but 
@on't let anybody know it.” 

For days he has been writing his Christmas 
greetings to his friends in all parts of the 
world. These letters have numbered 119 by 
actual count, written with the exactness of 
copperplate, and yet the pen hand has only e 
thumb and the third and fourth fingers, while 
the left arm and both legs have been severed 
close to the trunk. | 

Tuberculosis developing in the bony struct- 
ures has led to the cutting away of the man’s 
body piecemeal. The disease has developed 
in even the poor maimed right arm and hand 
and only last March the whole forearm had to 
be laid open and the bone chiseled from wrist 
to elbow. So many such operations have 
been necessary since Mr. Koch entered the 
home thirteen years ago that he has lost all 


count of the number. 


* Really, there is so little of me to be afraid 


for that I certainly have no excuse for fear . 


now, if even I did have a fear in the begin- 
ning,”’ smiles this philosopher. “ They have 
taken even,my collar bone out in addition 
to the operations that are visible. I shouldn't 
be surprised at any time if the doctor has to 
cut again. When he does I shall go to sleep 
under the anzesthetic feeling that if I don’t 
wake up in the home I shall wake up in an- 
other world that will be at least as good as 
the home. You see I have nothing to lose.” 


Smile Despite Affliction. 


Lee Ross, 15 years old, and in the tubercu- 
logis wing, has been under the surgeon's 
knife seven times in his young life. Matron 
Miller speaks of him as her dear boy, and he 
smiles at her at times as she passes the door 
when he may be sitting up in bed, trying so 
hard not to let the smile interfere with the 
thermometer which the nurse has just put 
under his tongue! 

Nine of the present members of the home’s 
household came to it when it opened fifteen 
years ago, taking over to it the name of the 
previous “‘Home for Incurables" and its 
thirty-nine inmates. One of the oldest of 
these members is Miss Hattie Noh! and her 
roommate for fourteen years has been Miss 
Lottie Clough, with never a difference be- 
tween the two. 


Mrs. Clark and Miss Briggs have been — 


roommates for ten yearsinthe home. Mrs. 
Clark is almost 80 years old and Miss Briggs 
is nearly 70, smiling always when the matron 
refers to her expressed wish and determina- 
tion to live to be 100 years old. Mrs. Clark 
is active far beyond her years, with a wit 
as keen as ever it was, and her interests in 
life as great. Miss Briggs suffers from 
rheumatism and at times is bedridden. rs. 
Clark’s activities for the day begin before 
Gaylight in the winter season and before 
sunrise {n midsummer. Aside from some of 
the small duties of room keeping Mrs. Clark 
spends much of her time knitting _doillies, 
which find a ready sale among those familiar 
with the home and with her art. She has 
knitted forty-five dozens of these linen dec- 
orations for the table in 1904, giving fifteen 
dozens away to friends and selling the others 
at an average of $6 a dozen. 

One of her especial designs in a dolly has 
just been completed as a gift for a friend. 
It contains 6,572 stitches, all of linen thread, 
and of a symmetry that approaches per- 
fection. Such a plece required three days 
for its completion. | 

Neil McNally Is one of the former little 
fellows of the home, entering it fourteen 
years ago when he was only 18 years old. 
He is suffering from paralysis, that has af- 
fected almost the whole body, yet in his 
wheel chair he makes the rounds of the south 
side parks and boulevards in summer, some- 
times remaining out all day. 


Home Harbors Cheerful Content. 


Scores of the inmates or the home have 
become attached to it as more than a home 


in the years that they have found more than 


a home in it. Many of these unfortunate 
ones in life have found the rest and peace 
of the institution only after money, and 
friends, and hope were gone. Of the 252 mem- 
bers now there most of them have seen the 
proverbial -‘ better days’’: some of them 
have been children of affluence. Yet all na- 
tions and every station in are represented 
there in a great community. home, the like 
of which it is hard to find. | | 

“I have wondered at the spirit of the 
membership time and again,” said Presi- 
dent Harlow N. Higinbotham, who for twen- 
ty-two years has lent his personal and of- 
ficial self to the good of the home, wherever 
he has found the opportunity. “ The stran- 
ger may enter the Chicago Home for Incur- 
ables with every sense of sight, hearing, 
feeling, smelling, and tasting open to sensa- 
tions and yet not be offended. 

“T have never known an institution where 
there was such a spirit of camaraderie and 
cheerful content as exists there. It would 
not be suspected in a home where the quali- 
fication for entrance itself must be the in- 
curabjlity of the disease. Yet, from the mo- 
ment of entrance, the patient finds quiet, 


rest, good food, good clothing, cleanliness, 


and order, all free and without the expendi- 
ture of a moment's worry as to the future. 
It is a work that has come close to my heart 
in these years; it is something I dislike to 
think of one day yielding to another.” | 
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In these years of conduct of the home, 
the president of it has come in touch with 
every phase of life to be affected by such 
an institution. There have been cult 
tangles in the matter of eligibility. Since 
the opening of the home the city has doubled 
in population and at times the capacity of 
the home has been taxed heavily. No one: 
has been turned from the tuberculosis wing 
of the building, but the paralytics, the vic- 
tims of rheumatism and of locomotor ataxia 
and the minor ills have had to wait and are 
waiting. 

Some of those now in the home have come 
into it under circumstances that were not 
considered in the opening of the institution. 
For instance, several years ago Mr. Higin- 
botham received a letter from a man in Mil- 
waukee avenue in which the writer told of 
having lost both legs and an arm and ask- 
ing fora placein the home. Mr. Higinbotham 
went to the address given In the letter, to find 
that the place was a.saloon, with living 
rooms above. He went into the saloon to in- 
quire of the bartender for Victor Welch, and 
Welch was pointed out to him, sitting behind 
a stove. 


Make Endowments for Support. 

Weich had come from Michigan, where, a 
few years before, he had been cut to pieces 
by a freight train. He was an interested lis- 
tener to Mr. Miginbotham’'s explanation of 
the home and of its work and after a moment 
he beckoned to the bartender to come over, 
Welch then asked that the saloonkeeper 
turn over to him the $4,300 which the saloon 
man had held. This was done and in a few 
minutes Welch had made and signed a con- 
tract turning over $4,200 of this money to the 
home on condition that the home support him 
while he lived and pay him $10 a month for 
his tobacco and smal! necessaries. 

Welch ts one of the model patients of the 
institution, and one of these days when he is 
gone the $4,200 which has existed intact will 
be sufficient under the home management to 
maintain one average patient in perpetuity: 

In the same way one of the rent bearing 
properties of the home came to ft several 
years ago from a man and his wife who had 
grown too old to care for themselves in their 
little home in Englewood. Both of these en- 
tered the home and deeded the house to the 
institution In payment for home and care for- 
the rest of their lives. These patients are 
dead and have left a property to the home 
that will support one person In perpetuity. 

Provides Comfortable Homecoming. 


Mr. Higinbotham tells the story of a case 
that appealed to him strongly a few years 
ago. A young Jewish girl came to his office, 
asking if her sister, who was to arrive in 
Chicago from Texas the next evening, might 
be admitted to the tuberculosis wing of the 
home. The sister had been in Texas for 
her health, was not improved, and in com- 
ingeback there was no other place than the 
poorhouse for her. 

Unusual as was the proceeding, Mr. Hig- 
inbotham wrote out the order for admission.. 
But the next morning the interceding one re- 
turned to the office to say that her sister 
would not go to the home; that she had a 
horror ofa hospital treatment; and that, in- 
stead of taking the Chicago sister’s advice, 
the sick one had gone to a hotel in Clark 
street. 

Mr. Higinbotham went with the sister to 
the sick one’s room, and after much per- 
suasion of the two a carriage was called, 
taking the invalid to the home. But the 
rext morning the Chicago sister, with red 
eyes, appeared again in Mr. Higinbotham’s 
office. Her sister the evening before had been 
received at the home, bathed, dressed in 
comfortable night clothing, fed, and she had 
fallen asleep, never to awaken again in this 


world. 
Greater Income Needed. 


Yet this home in which so much Is doing 
and being done is now taxed beyond its in- 
come possibilities. Eighty per cent of its work 
has been free and the public, in spite of this, 
has not been called upon for fifteen years. 
The per capita cost for each day has been 
an average of 86 cents. Only residents of 
Cook county are taken into the home, and in 
this reception of new patients the aim has 
been always to consider the applicant in his * 
deservingness. As, for ce, a mother 
who may be found helpless with tubercu- 
losis and a menace to her children and to 
the public at large will be received always in 
preference to a single man. 

The home has a full block of ground be- 
tween Fifty-fifth and Fifty-sixth streets and 
between Greenwood and Ellis avenyves. The 
four main buildings front.on Ellis avenue, 
the grounds originally extending east to the 
alley. Marshall Field has given the other 
half of the block to the home and the alley 
has been vacated. Within another year a 
wide, beautiful grounds will stretch back 
from the great buildings. 

This first main building was made possible 
under the will of Mrs. Clarissa C, Peck, and 
the Chicago Home for Incurables was incor- 
porated in 1886. Since then the north wing of 
the present home was built ‘underethe gift of 
D. B. Shipman, while the south wing devoted 
to tuberculosis is the gift of Otto Young. 

The officers are H. N. Higinbotham, pres-. 
ident; Byron L. Smith, treasurer; Howard 
O. Edmonds, secretary; F. D. Mitchell, super- 
intendent; W. P. Googésmith, physician; and 
Miss Hattie I. Miller, matron. 

The trustees are Albert Keep, J. J, Mitchell, 
Marvin Hughitt, Edwin Walker, Otto Young, 
Eugene 8. Pike, Byron L. Smith, Chauncey 
Keep, and H. N. Higinbotham.

Right along here should come the item 
about the fancy gifts bought at the dry goods, 
the department, and the racket stores. Al- 
together there are 52,083 of these stores. 
There are ten stores that do a business of 
$5,000,000 each annually—that's $50,000,000, 
There are 6,000 that average $50,000 each— 
that's $300,000,000; and there are 36,000 in 
round numbers that do a business every year 
of $2,000 each, making all together $72,000,- 
000 and a grand total of $422,000,000 annually. 
If they were open every day that would mean 
@ business of $1,156,164 for one day. People 
who have watched such things say ; Bigs a 
modest estimate to treble the figures of the 
business for the one day of Christmas. That 
would make the sales of fancy goods and 
novelties for Christmas $3,468,492 in addition 
to the articles the women make with their 
own clever hands.

Flowers Bring Treble Prices, |

Beginnings.

gm © little aid Elias Howe realize the 

value the invention his lockstitch 

sewing machine was ‘to be to the 

world that he gladly accepted the 

offer of a corset manufacturer of 
Cheapside, London, of £250 for the English 
fecent, and went to work for him on a week- 
ly salary in an attempt to further improve 
the machine to make it more suited to the 
manufacture of corsets. Visions of thou- 
sands upon thousands of toilers in sweat 
shopée and factories turning out clothes 
ready for the purchaser to don were far 
beyond his ken. The idea that his genius 
would in half a century have driven the 
multitude of contented shoemakers.from 
the face of his native land could never have 


entered his mind. For, after a checkered 
eareer of five years in London he pawned ° 


his American patents in England and re- 
turned to the United States a disappointe? 
man—a confessed financial failure. 

More fortunate than most despairing in 
ventors, however, his return brought tho 
awakening before it was too late. During 
hig absence the sewing machine had excited 
public curiosity, and he found that.severa! 
machines infringing on his patent had been 
Manufactured. Regaining possession of 
his pawned patent, he ultimately forced all 
makers to pay him a royalty of $25 on every 
machine they manufactured, realizing be- 
fore hie death fully $2,000,000 from this trib- 
ute. Btill, he could hardly have foreseen 


that thirty-five years later the housewives 


of the United States would require over 
$10,000,000 worth of new machines each year, 
that factories handling cloth materials 
sione would want $3,000,000 worth more, o7 
that the exports of machines and their parte 
from our shorés would be valued at over 
$5,000 000 every twelvemonth. 
Applied to Many Industries. 

Nor could he have had an adequate idea of 
the variety of manufacturing and mechanical 
industries to which his invention would be 
applied. Boots and shoes, saddiery and har- 
tess; and various other articles of leather 
are stitched by machine with waxed thread. 
Heavy power machines are used in the manu- 
facture of awnings. tents, sails, and articles 
of like nature. Seams of carpets, the ends of 
tilled bags, the stitching of brooms, the bind- 
ing of books, an‘! embroidery are not beyond 
the scope of the specially constructed ma- 
chines of the present. Not only has the ma- 
chine been perfected by American ingenuity 
until it is capable of working buttonholes, 


but those for the sewing on of buttons have - 


been made effective in their operation. 

Contemporary with the growth of the man- 
ufacture of the sewing machine was the 
‘establishment of a separate industry in the 
United States consequent upon the first in- 
wention. that of the making of needles. Pre- 
viously the hand sewing needles had been im- 
ported almost entirely from Europe, but as 
the sewing machine was essentially an Amer- 
fean production it was natural that this ac- 
cessory should be manufactured in this coun- 
try. Small in bulk as the needle is compared 
with the machine, it is estimated that from 
@ to 8 per cent of all the operative labor in- 
‘volved in the construction of the sewing ma- 
‘chine is employed in making the needle. 
When America had proved she could success- 
fully manufacture sewirg machine needles it 
Was only natural she should fall heir to the 
manufacture of needles for knitting ma- 
ghines. And with the increased use of the 
sewing and. knitting machines there has been 
corresponding demand for machine needles 
until the industry alone employs 8,000 per- 
sons in the manufacture of ne $3,000,000 
annual product. 


Revolution in Industry. 

The sewing machine, too, gave such an 
impeétus to the making of ready made cloth- 
ing a8 to amount almost to the creation of a 
new industry. Previous to its invention the 
manufacture of men’s clothing was mainly 
a household industry. What little demand 
there was for ready made clothing had grown 
from the custom of stores in seaport cities 
kéepliig in stock outfits of clothing from 
which sailors could replenish their wardrobes 
dyring the stay of the shipin port. But with 
the coming of the civil war the government 
was suddenly confronted with the problem of 
providing clothing for hundreds of thousands 
of men. Establishments were then formed to 
manufacture clothing on a larger scale, and 


with these larger establishments came the 


division of the labor. Then came the task 
system, evolving into the sweat shop, which, 
with the introduction of machines for other 
purposes, worked a revolution in the manu- 
facture of ready made clothing. 

Machines for cutting cloth came first, 


/ ‘which, in their improved form with circular 


disks, operating like buzz saws, will cut 
through almost any number of thicknesses, 
‘Then the steam sponging machine of the fac- 
tory. succeeded the sponge and flatiron used 


' in the hand method of production for shrink- 


ing the cloth, with the result that the work 
was done in one-seventh of the time formerly 
required. The sewing of the seams, of course, 
showed the greatest economy. With the in- 
troduction of electric power the sewing ma- 
chines did the work fifteen times as fast as by 
the old hand method. Buttonholes were cut 
by machine in a tenth the time required by 
hand and the buttonholes were worked over 
forty times as fast. The time for certain 
other operations by this division of labor and 
the use of machinery was correspondingly 
reduced. One device may be specially men- 
tioned, the machine for putting buttons on 
trousers, which on 100 pairs reduced the time 
required for this operation from a6 hours to 
aix. 

And all this possible because ene man 
@olved the problem of inventing a machine 
Which would do the work of woman's nimble 
Sugers.. Nine hundred million dollars’ worth

Lightening Task. 

Tt is interesting as marking the selfishness 
Of man‘ that his first efforts towards the con- 
struction of the sewing machine were direct- 
d to that fleld In which his sex was employed, 
eae. shoemaker. Soon after the revolution 
en HMnglishman endeavored to perfect a ma- 
chine which would make thé cobbler’s task 
Mgnter, but ft was not until after the intro- 
duction of the sewing machine on cloth work 
that the adaptation of his principle tosetitch- 
ing leather proved a cOmparatively simple 
task. Here, too, it was an American who 


"solved the problem, Lyman R. Biake. ‘All 


the credit the inventicn ts not due him, 
however, for his original machine was im- 
perfect and incapable of sewing around the 
toe of a shoe. 

Gordon Mackay became interested tn the 


invention, and, in conjunction with Blake, 


the machine was ultimately perfected as the 
Mackay sole sewing machine. one of the most 
‘Successful and lucrative inventions of mod- 
ern times. For twenty-one years, beginning 
With 1860, their patents secured to them a 
monopoly of wholly machine made boots and 
shoes. From the start a profitable field was 
opened to them, for the civi) war brought a 


great demand for boots together with the 


withdrawal of much labor from the market. 
Every pair-of shoes sewed on machines leased 
t@ Manufacturers brought them a royalty of 
from % to 8 cents. the enormous value of 
their monopoly being realized when it is 
Mnderstood that at the expiration of their 
patents their machines were making 60,000, - 
G00 pairs of shoes yearly. 

While the Mackay machine was the begin- 
Ming of the machine made stice and the mo- 
,mepoly was most discouraging to effort on 


the part of other Inventors, they were by no 
means idle. At the present time the genius 
of the American inventor has provided for the 
smallest detail of shoemaking, even the 


smallest processes belng performed by me- 


chanical devices of some kind, and so perfect 


is the work of these machines that the Amer- 


jcan shoe is today the standard production 
of the world. There are American shoes in 


all of the world’s principal cities. Compared . 


with the old methods of hand production, tak- 
ing, for instance, the making of 100 pairs of 
s sap grade boots, before the introduc- 
tion of machinery two men would have 
worked 1,436 hours performing eighty-three 
operations, and the labor on the shoes would 
have amounted to a ttle over $4.a pair, while 
at present 113 operators pass the boots 
through 122 processes, taking se hours and 
costing 85 cents a pair. 

. There is probably none of the ier indus- 


tion of machinery has been more rapid or has 
played a more important part In saving time 
and reducing labor cost than in this. Instead 
of the scattered shoemakers’ benches of our 
grandfathers’ day 1.600 factories, employing 
150,000 workers, now turn out a quarter of a 
billion dollars’ worth of shoes every year— 
practically every shoe worn in the United 
Btates. 
Making Pearl Buttons. 


To J. F. Boepple of Muscatine, Ia., belongs . 
the credit of having started one industry in 
the United States that ts the source of in- 
come for thousands. of persons. In 1890 
there was not a single fresh water pear! but- 
ton made in this country. Now the industry 
constitutes the second mest important 
branch of button manufacture. When Mr. 
Boepple, who its a native of Germany. ar- 
rived in Muscatine the people were search- 
ine for an idea to rid the river front of 
“ niggerhead “ shells, which were banked up 
for miles. Mr. Boepple furnished it. 

In the fatherland he had learned the trade 
of making pearl buttons. Organizing a 
company he sent for saws to Germany. 
These were hollow, cylindrical pieces of 
steel, two inches wide and with a diameter 
corresponding to the size of the button. 
With these mounted on lathe spindles. oper- 
ated by foot or steam power, Muscatine be- 
came the center of a new industry. In a 
few years there were more than forty fac- 
tories in that city making buttons out of the 


‘formerly despised mucse) shells, and it was 


not long before the Mississippi! river was 
lined with button factories all the way from 
Red Wing, iuinn., to Louisiana, Mo. In lowa 
alone over 500 people are employéd in the 
work, turning out half a million dollars’ 
worth of fresh water pearl buttons every. 


Artificial Ice Aids Farmers. 

When the artificial ice machine was invent- 
ed soon after the civil war had brought to 
the attention of the ec uthern stateg the bene- 
fits of ice in the hospital service, it was 
with no thought of the reputation which 
Chicago would build on the principle. But to 
the principle of refrigeration, perfected by 
William Davis of Detroit soon after those 
troublous times, is due the spread of the 
meat packing industry. Before this, cattle 
were sent cast en the hoof and slaughtered 
at their destination. The adoption of re- 
frigerator cars made it possible to slaughter 
these cattle tn the west, and preserve the 
good qualities of the beef, which had hitherto 
deteriorated In the 1,500 or 2,000 mile drive. 

This invention, designed to supply a luxury > 
to those sections of the country where ice 
was not formed by nature, has been the 
means of aiding greatly in the deVelopment 
of various sections of the United States. Re- ‘ 
frigerator cars imsure the safe transporta- 
tion of perishable articies, and cold storage 
houses obviate the necessity of their ship- 
ment as soon as produced, or their con- 
sumption as soon as delivered. The produc- 
tion of early vezetables and smal! fruits has 
been given a great stimulus in the south and 
on the Pacific coast, and the whole dressed 
beef industry, with its $785,000,000 yearly 
product, is practically dependent on arth 
ficial 


First Pencils. 


when the war of 1812, by its embargo acts, 
had so depressed the cabinet making bi#i- 
ness that William Monroe of Concord, Mass., 
was attracted by the large profit awaiting the 
American who should successfully make lead. 
pencils, it was-undoubtedly with the idea of 
immediate rewards and no conception of the 
future possibilities of their manufacture that 
he undertook to manufacture pencils from 
black lead. For four months he continued 
discouraging experiments; then his patience 
was rewarded by the ready sale of a modest 
sample of thirty pencils in Boston and a de- 
mand for more. But in a year and a haif he 
was compelled to abandon the business, 
owing to the difficulty of obtaining raw ma- 
terials, and it was ten years before he was 
able to make a pencil which was the equal 
of the imported article. Pee: 

“Less yet did Joseph Dixon think of the fu- 


ture demand in the business world for the - 


little stick of graphite incased in cedar. Or, 
if he had any notion of the possibilities, it 
was removed from his mind by the patriotic 
anger aroused in his breast when his first 
consignment was not enthusiastically re- 
célved and he was told it could be soid if he 
would put a foreign label on the pencils. 
Rather than do this he demanded the return 
of the consignment and turned his attention 
to the manufacture of crucibles. It was not 
until after years that the Joseph Dixon Cru- 
cible company undertook with exceptional 
success the manufacture of lead pencils. The 
present popularity of the American made 
pencil, with its output of 200,000,000 a 
year, is due largely to the ingenuity of its in- 
ventors, who have perfected automatic ma. 
chinery so perfect in operation that their 
product Is unexcellied. In addition, the large 
deposits of graphite found near Ticonderoga, 
N. Y¥., where the substance is found in its 
purest form, and the presence in the United 
States of the greatest cedar forests in the 
world have greatly aided in the rapid prog- 
ress of the industry. |

Ex-Walkins Delegate.

HE. position of the average walking del- 

egate is one of power and glory while 
he is in office. His duties consist of 
discovering instances where nonunion 
labor is employed, in settling dim- 
culties between union men and their em- 
ployers, and sometimes in ordering strikes 
when, in the wisdom of his Judgment, the oo- 
casion demands it. 

He is power mnecarnate—until he fails in re- 
election. Then he is one of the most misera- 
ble men on earth if be has Been at all active 
in the pursuit of his duties as walking dele- 
gate. e must go back to work at the wages 
of his trade, and he will have much trouble 
in getting the chance to go to work at all. 
Employers have good memories in this re- 
gard, it is asserted. The man who has made 
himself well known as the representative of 
a labor union is not desired as an employé. 

Therefore, the walking delegate is in sore 
straits when his union falls to retain him ase 
its representative. If he has been particu- 
larly industrious in the prosecution of his 
work he will be practically thrown upon 
the world minus trade or job, for if through 
him any labor trouble has culminated in a 
serious strike he will find his trade holds out 
small] chance for employment to him. There 
is no known system of blackballing among 
employers of any trades, but it is known that 
the walking delegates who have been at all 
active during their tenure of office, and who, 
when their terms expired, have found work 
at their old trades may be counted on the two 

There is no place for them, and they either 
drift away from the scenes of their former 
power to distant cities, or, occasionally, fol- 
low the route of the has-been prize fighter 
and go into the saloon business,

he loses all his luck, too,” is a much verified 
slogan, among 


Forced to Seek Nae Climes. 

During the waiters’ strike of a few years 
back a man named Schall was the most active 
and well known of the walking delegates 
of the union. He was a terror to employers 
while he was in power. He quit his position 
as head walter in a downtown café and de- 
voted all his energies to the work of induc- 
ing employers to accept the conditions de- 
sired by thévmen. Later, when the trouble 
ended in open rupture, Schall became a terror 
to’ the restaurant men in town. He called 


strikes right and left, he organized restau- 


rants where before the union had lacked the 
least foothold, and generally he wae most 
energetic and insistent in his amonys to union- 
ize the downtown eating places. 

When the bottom fell out of the strike and 
the union went to pieces Schall was “up 
against it,” in the many senses of the phrase. 
He sought work and was given harsh words; 
he sought help from influential waiters and 
was given the merry laugh. He changed his 
name finaly and secured work in a large 
hotel. On the second day a man recognized 
him and it was to the door with the ex-dele- 
gate. A similar fate pursued him constant- 
ly with each position he managed to get. 
Some he held a few days, some a couple of 
weeks. But always in the end there was the 
inevitable disclosure, and he was discharged. 
He soon left for other and less knowing 
climes.

the unions. According to one man who ts — 
prominent in labor circles the work of the 
delegate {s such as to make him naturally 
incline to the profession of the saloonist 
when his days as a delegate are over. 

Says he: “It’s a kind of lazy job. going 
around with no regular hours nor places of 
work, and, although the work Is often plenti!- 


‘ful enough to keep a man jumping. generally 


it fs slack enough to allow a lot of loafing 
and hanging around. The natural place for 
the walking delegate to hang around Its the 
corner saloon, and there are always a few 
of the fellows out of work to hang around 
with. This gives him a chance to become 
intimately acquainted with a prospective 
clientéle. 

“ Then it is a lazy kind of job, and after 
the delegate fails of reélection he is often 
decidedly disinclined to go to work. As it 
is hard for him to find work even if he wants 


to do tt. and as be often has friends who 


will help him get into the business, It is not 
infrequent that the regulator of the union 
man’s labor troubles becomes the regulator 
and alleviator of his thirst to the satisfac- 
tion of all and the profit of the ex-delegate. 
But generally it must be said that the lot 
of the delegate out of a job is not one to be 
envied.”

Beside the eating, there is drinking. And 
such thirsts as some people develop on Christ- 
mas! are 44.737,244 gallons of domes- 
tic wine and 56,017,159 gallone of imported 
wine consumed in this country in one year. 
The domestic, at an average of 60 cents a 
gallon, costs, $26,842,346, and the imported, 
at an average of $1.25 a gallon, costs $6,271,- 
448. The expenditure for domestic wine for 
one day is therefore $73,540 and for imported 
$17,182, or for the total for Christmas, esti- 
mated at three timds the usual amount con- 
sumed, $272,166. 

The amount expended for beer, alfhough 
much cheaper, reaches a higher figure. _ The 
annual consumption of beer in the United 
States is $69,0938.771. For one day it is $189,- 
846, and on Christmas $560,538, or about 7 
mills, per capita. 

‘When it comes to whisky, however, the 
citizens of the United States drink their 
share. The annual sales in the country 
amount to $838,126,776. Knowing the an- 
nual sales, ft is easy to learn that the daily 
sales in whisky amount to $2,296,237, and 
that the total amount expended for Christ- 
mas may fairly be figured at $6,898,711, or 
about 8% cénts per capita for the day. 

Then there are the “soft drinks,”’ used in 
some places as “ chasers."" There are 4,671 
pop and soda bottling concerns in the coun- 
try, with total annual sales of about $5,000 
000. One hundred per cent of this Is profit, 
and to the consumer. therefore, there is an 
expenditure of $10.000,000, or $27,397 dafly,

The vast quantities of tobacco consumed 
in the United States indicate that most men 
are habitual smokers. Last year there were 
6,786,390,533 large and 640,499,870 small cigars 
smoked. That means an expenditure of 
about $509,882,328, or $1,396,937 a day. The 
CRristmas money that goes up in smoke 
fromi the ends of cigars is placed at $4,190,- 
811. And that doesn’t include cigarets, of 
which there were 3,041,578,668 smoked in 
this country in 1908, the cost being $20,277,- 
157 for the year and $55,558 for one day, 
the Christmas sales, therefore, being $166,- 
659.

The type of clerk found in the department 
stores is usually indifferent as they are more 
anxious to progress with their firm than in the 
grocery business.

They set a certain price on each article and 
put it out, and if {t sells itself it meets their 
wishes. If it does not, it may be reduced the 
next day and the process repeated. The 
clerk needs neither knowledge of the busi- 
nessa, nor experience asa genera! rule. 

Chance in Corner Grocery. 

The corner grocery type is subject to the 
same conditions as the big exclusive store 
type. He may, and usually does, fall into 
the rut of habit, and remains throughout his 

life on the game corner. He, however, has 
the same chances that are open in the exclu- 


give store. He has the chance for expansion, 


and expansion is the result of well directed 
energy. The man in this claes meets the 
greatest breadth of work in that he is the 
“whole thing.”” He is buyer, seller, deliv- 
erer, bookkeeper, and usually sweeper out. 
This ie an e@vantage only in that it reduces 
the monotony to some extent, but the general 
knowledge gained is not sufficient to give 
him any superiority over the exclusive store 
clerk. 

Among all grocery clerks the one who does 
only delivering is the one who has the easiest 
time. He is exposed to the weather, but he 
goon becomes used tothat. He has lifting to 
do, but the back develops rapidly and there 
is no Mfting in delivering that does not be- 
come easy after a few weeks’ experience. 
The way in which clerks show their energy 
is by Going more than their share, more than 


is allotted to them, but the deliverer cannot 


do this, for he can only deliver what is put 
on his wagon. He can easily come out be- 


hind, but never ahead. In that way he is

How the Electric Motor Lightens Farmers’ Work. 


HE farmer who has.a family of farm 
loving sons and an electric motor with- 
in reach of the feed line of an electric 
railway has the greatest combination 


that has ever been made use of ona. 


-farm. When the farmer is not the fortunate 
father of sons, the motor goes a long way 
toward making up the deficiency. 

Fifteen farmers and dairymen living along 
the Aurora, Elgin and Chicago third rail 
system have made a practical test as to the 
adaptability of electric power on the farm 
and its cost in machinery and electric cur- 
rent. A year ago three farmers had installed 
the service. The increase is owing to the 
success that has been demonstrated since the 
first man set his motor going. Nearly ali of 
these farmers are dairymen, keeping as high 
as sixty-five head of cows, the product of 
which is all hauled to the condensing plants. 
The use of electric power was primarily to 


 eut-the feed for the dairy animals, but it is 


now utilized for many other purposes. 


- Jn the farmyards have been built motor 


houses six feet wide and long and eight feet 
high. These are made of galvanized iron and 
in most cases located about twenty feet away 
from the barn. The belt is connected with 
a shaft which in some instances runs the 
entire length of the barn, operating a variety 


of machinery. . 


Utilized in Many Ways. 
Theodore Schramer, who owns a 400 acre 
farm, thrashed a big corn crop with electric 
power. The thrasher was set outside the barn

where it was surrounded by stacks of corn 
fodder hauled from the flelds. The chopped 
leaves, stalks, and husks are blown into the 
barn and the husked ears loaded into a 
wagon, all by electric power. 

W. C. Kenyon, the first man to make the 
experiment, hag a corn husker and a corn 
thrasher, a feed mill, circular sawmill, anda 
big grindstone all on the floor. By the 
same power the shelled corn is Plevated to the 
floor above. 

Mr. Kenyon stables sixty-five head of cows, 
and his motor is sufficient in power to cutall 
the feed required for the entire herd besides 
cutting his frewood. He grinds fifty bushel 
baskets of corn in an hour, the grinder 
grinding up corn and cob into a meal that 
makes a desirable food for dairy cows. He 
cuts up three loads of wood in an hour. 

J. M. Pletcher carries his shelled corm from 
the big husker to a cornmill, and it is reduced 
to meal at the sume time the fodder is being 
thrashed. He finds he Is able to thrash three 
big wagon loads in an hour and a half, and in 
that time he has ground up thirty-five sacks 
of meal. 

* 
Initial Cost Reasonoble. 

Up to this time all of the farmers, being 
largely engaged in dairy farming, are doing 
about the same thing with their motors— 
namely: the reducing of unhusked corn fod- 
der to cow feed. All of them will add ma- 


chinery as they may want it. All of the mo- 
tors, save one, are of fifteen horse power 
and cést from $500 to $600. Phe motor houses 
cost from $25 to $85 and the shafting from 
$75 to $100. 

The company provides each motor with 
a meter, and the charge for current used 
has been fixed at 4 cents per 1,000 kilowatts, 
so the patron pays for what he uses. At 
this rate one of the farmers got monthly 
bills as follows: $5.24, $6.40, $6.40, $5.24, and 
$4.80. His total cost for power for five 
months In which he had thrashed or husked 
his corn, ground his meal, cut up his fire 
wood, and ground his farm tools was $28.08. 

The dairymen report no trouble In operat- 
ing their motors. The men who set up the 
machines show them how to start, stop, and 
keep them in order. Most of the motors have 
been set on concrete foundations, and they 
have all the equipment required for the op- 
eration. 

For years inventors have been endeavoring 
to invent a windmill that. would generate 
electricity, but the trouble has been the ob- 
ject could“iot be accomplished without ise 
use of a storage battery, and this would ren- 
der the contrivance too expensive. The dis- 
position of the electric railway people to 
engage in the supplying of not only the cur- 
rent but the motors at a reasonable price 
has been the stimulus in inducing the agri- 
culturists to take hold of the matter. It fs 
claimed the motors that have been put in 
are powerful enough to handie all the work 
of a 300 acre farm.

«HOUSANDS ofvacres of near Chicago 
virgin soil were broken with plows 
made by an odd character whose sanity 
is now 
{Ind.) court. Of the thousands of 

workers whose hands helped along the de- 
velopment of this immediate section, few 
have lived such an odd life as that of the 
man whose once strong mind threatens to be- 
come unbalanced. 

In the early history of the settlement of 
Chicago and surrounding country in two 
states, Joseph Marks was a molder and a 

plow maker. The older inhabitants of Val- 
paraiso and surrounding country recall that 
the first plow and plow points they bought 
to break up the prairie soil came from the 
‘modest shop of Joe Marks. Gray haired 
men of the county are able to remember 
him for sixty years. 

After he had quit the work of making 
plows he began to buy old iron, raga, and 
junk of every description. Adjoining the 
cabin in which the old man is now passing 
his last days is a ramshackle building in 
which there is the strangest collection of ob- 
jects that has ever been brought together 
in the county. The old plow maker does not 
live alone. He has a companion whom he 
married nearly a half century ago, but whe 
has also become unbalanced in her mind. 
She was the daughter of @ full blooded In- 
dian named John Mark. Mark is remem- 
bered by all the older citizens as tall, straight 
as a fence rail, and almost as thin. , 

It ts related that on one occasion Marks 
went to his native home across the Atlantic, 
for he was a Cornishman. He took his In- 
dian wife with him, and in this particular 
at least it is doubtful whether any other 
traveler from the Hoosier state has had such 
an unusual experience. | 

For years Marks has been known as a fa- 
talist. At times he claims to be in com- 
munion with spirits and on such occasions 
visitors are not allowed inside the place,

Doubted Frances Hodgson's Effort 

Urgent need of money actuated Frances 
Hodgson Burnett in her origina publishing 
venture, making its actual realization of 
infinitely greater pleasure than the incidental 
tribute paid her genius. 

It was manifest from the outset that Fran- 
ces Hodgson should become an author, com- 
mencing while yet a child to weave romances 
about her dolls and whoever or whatever ap- 
pealed to her fancy. It was not, however, 
until the family yen reached such an 
acute stage as to necessitate incisive action 
that the idea of coining her imaginings into 
money forced itself upon the 14 year old girl. 
The favorable magazine replies to corre- 
spondents, anent the preparation and accep- 
tance of manuscripts, first suggested the pos- 
sibility that stories such as she spun might 
possess a monetary value. 

Her eldest sister, to whom Frances revealed 
her project, scouted the idea at the start, but 
grew to view it more favorably, and latterly 
urged Frances to write a story, promising to 
help pick wild grapes in order to provide suf- 
ficient funds for stationery and postage. It 


_teok but a short time to compose and for- 


ward. “ Miss Carruther’s Engagement,”

» NE of the positions easiest fora young 
man to secure is that of insurance so- 
liciting agent. In this business the 
oeginner is started out on his own re- 
sponsibility, and his success depends 

entirety upon himself. He can make good or 
fail, the company will not interfere. If he 
makes good, his work is. recognized and he is 
given every chance to rise, but if he falls he 
is forgotten. 

A young man starting out into the world 
has an excellent. opportunity in insurance 
if he has energy and the ability to approach 
people. Soliciting agents are employed by 
the great companies in every city and town, 
and it is in this that a young man of 20 years 
or more is given his start. 

Bducation is not a necessity beyond that 
degree which gives refinement, but a man 
must be versatile in order to present his 
policy to his customer in its best light. He 
must possess the faculty of making friends, 
and making them among the people who are 
most likely to prove useful in business rather 
than among those that furnish the most con-

Home Town Best Place. — 

In order to be a suecessful solicitor a m 
should work in his home environment, h 
home city, the place where he knows 
the general characteristics of the peo- 
ple. He must meet their whims, and 
the best way to defeat a whim is to 
be prepared for it before it arrives. In 
a strange locality a young man is not likely 
to understand the people well enough to be 
ready for any course the mind may take. In 
his own locality the solicitor knows what 
the people are interested in, and he can talk 
intelligently upon subjects of local interest. 
He must know character types and study 
them continually. In some men this is an 
inborn trait, and those are the men who 


-™Make the most successful solicitors. The 


man whose character the solicitor knows, or 
c@m reaa, is easy for him to approach: He 
knows that man’s weaknesses and can pick 
out the vulnerable spots. He wants to pre- 
sent his policy in the light that will make it 
appear a necessity, and this can be done 
most effectively by striking at the weak 
spots. 

To secure a trial at such a position the 
young man needs only a respectable appear- 
ance and an apparent desire totry. Almost 
any of the big companies represented in Chi- 
cago are willing to put a young man on trial 
and give him a fair chance on commission. 

Encourage New Applicants. 

Approaching the local manager of one of 
the great western insurance companies, a 
young man asked: “Is there any prospéct 
for me to secure a position with your com- 
pany?” 

“ What have you done in a business wa 
before?” was the first question asked, and 
on receiving the reply that he was newly 
graduated from high school and had only a 
small amount of experience in a railroad 
office, the manager informed the applicant 
that he was willing to give him a chance to 


_ solicit on commission. His age was not ques- 


tioned, no references asked, and merely a 
few words explaining the nature of the work. 

“ First of all,” said the manager, “ you 
must study and learn the policy that you are 
to sell thoroughly. Next you must get out 
and work. We do not limit you to a district. 
You are free to solicit wherever you please. 
If you secure one $1,000 policy in a week you 
will make from $18 to $20. The average com- 
mission is from $15 to $20, but there are men 
in the service who earn as high as $300 a 
month.” 

That was the encouragement that the ap- 
plicant met. He was offered a chance—after 
that it all depended on himself. If he had 
the necessary elements, or could develop 
them, and would work, he would be suc- 
cessful. 

That a man starts as a solicitor does not 
indicate that he must be a solicitor all his 
life. Again it depends upon the individual. 
There is the whole insurance field of Amer- 
ica before him, and he has the chance to work 
through it tothetop. Itall depends upon him 
after he once steps in.

of its frills and laces. Finally, and most 
important of all, if he is successful, 
learns to please people, one of the hardest 
lessons presented to man, and cne which, 
once learned, helps to make the world hap- 
Broaching His Proposition. 

“We all have differcnt ways of broaching 
our proposition to men,” said one solicitor 
for a well known company. ‘“ There are 
some men to whom we can present only the 
practical, technical side of the idea, and de- 
pend upon writing him a policy because he 
sees in it a profitable business investment. 
That type of man usually takes an endow-’ 
ment policy and looks forward to the day 
when he can draw out all of his money with 
the interest. On the other hand, we have 
the man whom we get by appealing to his 
sentimentality. When I get hold of a man 
that I think can be reached by arousing 
anxiety for the future of his wife and chil- 

dren, I tell him a little story about a family 
of my acquaintance. 

“ This family,’’ continued the wily solicitor, 
“was that of a former well known business 
man who was wofking on a salary of $3,000 
a year. He had children, the eldest of 
whom was 6 years old, and he was in a fair 
way to future prosperity when he was sud- 
denly stricken with the fever and died. He 
had. in life, used up his entire salary as rap- 
idly as it was irawn. Although neither he 
nor his wife was anxious to make a ‘ show,” 
both had been raised in luxury and both 
thought that the time to save was in the 
future. I told him that he ought to take 
out some insurance and prepare for the 
future of his loved ones, but he laughed as 
he swelled out his chest drew up his muscles, 
end said that re intended to live another 
forty years.

He died without sufficient money to 
last his wife and children three months, and 
most of that was spent in giving him a burial 
in accordance with his way of living.

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Signs of old age are, 
unfortunately for us 
all, among the few 
things in the world — 
about which there is

take. The whitened 
hair, pale and wrinkled face, tottering gait, 


enfeebled limbs, and impaired memory have 


from time immemorial been regarded as the 
heralds of the day when the dust shall return 
to the earth as it was. Yet there is no par- 
ticular reason why this should be so. 

Death, indeed, comes sooner or later to all 
material things, and for every organism yet 
discovered there is a set time when it must 
infallibly disintegrate. But why should the 
approach of dissolution be accompanied by 
the gradual failure of power? The machine, 
steam engine,’ or windmill one day breaks 
down, but until] it does so it manages. to por- 
form its work. Nor is it true that the same 
symptoms of old age are manifested by all 
animals. Birds which live to a greater age 
than man manage to grow old without ex- 
hibiting any of the signs which make senility 
so pitiable in our. own case. The raven, who 
is said to live a hundred years, suffers no 
change in his glossy. black coat; nor is the 
glory of the yet longer lived parrot’s plumage 
in any way diminished by age; while both 
birds preserve their activity of muscle and 
their sharpness of sight to pretty well the 
last. Is there any cause for this difference? 


Exploded Theories of Old Age. 

The proximate causes of fallure of power in 
old age are now coming to be fairly well un- 
derstood. Everybody knows that the differ- 
ent parts of the human organism daily die 
and are renewed, that the scarfskin loses the 
vitality necessary to protect the true and 
peels off; and that even the cells of the bones 
are exchanged for new ones, until it may be 
said that the man who lives beyond maturity 
retains no part of the body that he was born 
with. Hence it was at one time taught that 
the signs of senility were due to a failure on 
the part of the repairing cells to perform 
their functions. 

But this is now seen to be a fallacy. Bald- 
ness as the concomitant of old age’is seldom 
known among races like the negro; while, 
even among Caucasians, such hair as an old 
man does retain on his head grows more 
rapidly than when he was young. Moreover, 
the growth of the hair on other parts of the 
body becomes more, and not less vigorous 
with advancing years. On the limbs, within 
the nostrils and ears, it gets more abundant 
and stronger; and with the Mongolian race 
the beard does not appear until late in life— 
a phenomenon which may also be noted In a 
few women. With all, the finger and toe 
nvils, which are formed by the same secre- 
tion as the hair, grow faster in old age than 
in youth, and a similar fact may be observed 
among the birds, with which itforms, indeed, 
the one recognizable sign of senility. Plainly, 
therefore, it is not the repairing cells that are 
at fault.

dering cells always present in our bodies 
which produces the phenomenon known as 
atrophy. Some of these cells, which, on 
account of their size, physiologists class to- 
gether as macrophagi, seize upon the color- 
ing matter of the hair and make it white; 
others devour the contractile tissue of the 
muscles, leaving them, oddly enough, in near- 
ly the state in which they appear in the 
human organism before birth; while yet 
others take from the bones the mineral sub- 
stances necessary for their healthy existence, 
and reduce them to the brittle condition 
which makes falls and other injuries so often 
fatal to the old. : 

Meanwhile, similar cells are at work upon 
the liver and the kidneys, gradually diminish- 
ing the capacity for work of those important 
organs, and if this does not‘succeed in pro- 
ducing gout or some other disease having as 
its cause the obstruction of the sanitary ar- 
rangements which nature has provided for 
the cleansing of the body they go on to at- 
tack the brain centers, wherein are concen- 
trated the faculties of sight, hearing; taste, 
and the like. When at last the dotard, whose 
constitution or luck has enabled him’to avoid 
all other diseases, finally sinks into the grave 
in that worst malady of

Can Destruction Be Arrested? 

Can nothing be done to arrest these giant 
cells in their attack upon the parent who 
gave them life? Prof. Metchnikof, whose 
researches on the subject have lately at- 
tracted much attention, thinks there can. 
His theory its that the macrophagi are stirred 
into baneful activity by the presence of 
some bacterial poison, and that, therefore, if 
you keep the poisons in check, you cripple 
the attack of the cells. Hence he suggests 
the use of counter poisons, either in the 
shape of attenuated cultures of the bacilli in 
question, or by direct antidotes, among which 
he mentions milk treated with a special fer- 
ment coming from Bulgaria, which stimu- 
lates the secretion of lactic acid and raises 
up other microbes to fight against the hurtful 
ones, 

The Institute Pasteur, of which he is one 
of the directors, has done so much for the 
service of mankind and the knowledge of 
bacteria that it is natural, perhaps, that he 
should, in the case of any malady, at once 
turn to the search for the microbe producing 
it. But he warns us that his theory as yet 
depends more upon conjeciure than on fact, 
and the only proofs of it that he adduces are 
the activity of the macrophagi in bacterial 
diseases like leprosy dnd tuberculosis, and 
the reduced proportions, in long lived ani- 
mals, such as birds and tortoises, of that

Wireless hot Yet Perfected. 
By John A. Howland. 


HE Russo-Japanese war, whatever be 
its end, will always be celebrated as 
the first in which the combatants made 
use of wireless telegraphy. The re- 
ports of Admiral Togo and Admiral 

Kamimura Jjead one to suppose that their 
fleets have mainly relied on this means of 
eommunicating information picked up by 
their scouts; while the Russian wireless sta- 
tion at Chefoo seemed likely. before its dis- 
mantling, to bring about international com- 
Dlications. The act of parliament forbid- 
Ging wireless telegraphy in England with- 
out license goes to show, too, that in the 
opinion of legislators the system is like- 
ly to come into practical use, ‘and this may, 
therefore, be a convenient time to examine 


the advances that have already made 
towards that end, and the ties that 
still lie in the path of its general tion. 
Of these last, it may be said at the outset

Fundamental Theory. 


, ‘The general idea underlying the process 
‘of wireless telegraphy has already been 
made known by hundreds of newspaper ar- 
ticles, and is no doubt familiar to the readers 
of the Workers’ Magazine. If two metal 
balis charged with electricities of dif- 
ferent signs are brought near enough to- 
gether the charge, if of sufficient intensity, 
breaks down the resistance of the interven- 
ing air, and leaps across in the form of a 
spark.

wireless telegraphy a commercial as it is 


already a practical success? It woes not 
stem necessary to insure the secrecy of its 
communications, because inviolable secrecy 
~as has many times been. pointed out—is 
enjoyed neither by the ordinary telegraph 
nor the telephone. 

Any enemy who can get hold ofa telegraph 
wire can “tap” it so as to intercept the mes- 
sage, and, having mastered it, can send it on 
or suppress it as he pleases, and, witha little 
ecientific knowledge, the same trick can be 
played with even greater ease on a telephone. 
But the receiving station of neither telegraph 
nor télephone is sensitive to messages sent 
out by stations not connected with them, and 
in this respect they enjoy at present a most 
enviable advantage over all systems of wire- 
less telegraphy. 

Dilectric waves or ripples in the ether will 
get in activity all sufficiently sensitive appli- 
ances within their range, whether intended 
for them or not, and this at once annuls a 
great part of the benefit that we expected to 
derive from them. , 

The French have already compiained that 
the great waves sent out by the Poldhu sta- 
tion will prevent them corresponding with 
ships off their Atlantic coasts, and the com- 
plaint seems well founded. How to obviate 
such objections is the remaining difficulty 
in the way of the free use of wireless teleg- 

raphy.

Hence M. Marconi, Sir Oliver Lodge, and 
their rivals have all turned thelr. attention 
to some system of “syntony,” or tuning, 
by which their receiving instruments can be 
prevented from responding to any impulses 
but those coming from their own senders; 
but all such attempts have hitherto failed. 
It is quite trne that’an electric circuit ccn 
be so arranged as to be In tune with another 
in the same way as a tuning fork tuned to a 
eertain. nete will respond when this note is 
struck on a neighboring instrument; but the 
analogy, ‘as is so often the case with experi- 
ments on the ether, is not so close as it looks, 
The tuning fork will respond to the required 
note and to none other; but the electric cir- 
cuit, though responding most readily to the 
one with which it is, as electricians say, “ in 
resonance,’’ will yet respond, even if less 
well, to any other within a wide range. If 
& tuning fork emitted its peculiar note in 
response to every plano or every brass band 
that was displaying its nolsy activity within 
hearing, one can imagine how untrustworthy 
it would be; and the same thing is true, i eascanl 
in limits, of wireless telegraphy. 

Prof. Fleming, who has for long been asso- 
ciated with the Marconi experiments, at ons 
time thought that the difficulty had been sur- 
mounted; but we fancy he must have been 
disagreeably undeceived when a rival expert 
most unkindiy contrived to Introduce the 
contumeiious word “ Rats!" into the mes- 
sages which he was receiving from Cornwall 
before a scientific audience in London. 

. That the means of overcoming it wil) even- 
tually be discovered, or may even now be 
locked within the bosom of some scientific 
experimenter, we may all hope. But, so far 
as can be seen, it has not yet been brought 
forward.

© such an extent has the business of 
the railway mail service gotten ahead 
of the car space and the clerical force 
that hundreds of men are required to 
work overtime in the railway depots 
to catch up. 
It ts claimed that in Chicago as many as 
600 sacks of mail have accumulated at one 
time for the distribution of postal clerks. 
Usually it comes in on a train that is sched- 
uled to make close connection with an out- 
going railway postoffice on another line. The 
connection is therefore broken and delay oc- 
casioned. 

‘Te Niustrate, the men who come into Chi- 
cago on the New Jork and Chicago rail- 
Way postofiice get into the cars at Cleveland 
at 11:30 a.m. The train reaches Chicago at 
$:20.p. m. to make connections with the night 
traine on the western roads. The men have 
‘been on their feet constantly since leaving 
Cleveland. The train is scheduled at a hich 
speed and the work has to be done while the 
body of a worker is swaying with the mo- 

tion of the car. The bulk of mail handled 
by road is so great it is impossible to 
work all before the depot is reached, and 
as @ consequence the crew must take the 
unworked mall into a transfer mailroom and 
work it up. It has already missed the con- 
nection; the next best thing to do is to get 
it ready to go out

‘sam hires this class of workers 
and according to the law the posites aan 
claim 865 days work of them. Many clerks 
who are laying over ata terminal are drafted 
into this kind of work. A man may be dead- 
heading back to his home to take his week's 
layoff when he receives a telegram telling 
him to get to a certain car and help work off 
the mail. The officials strain every effort to 
get the mails through, but the business seems 
to have grown beyond their hands. 

‘Railway mail service men say in explana- 
tion of this state of affairs that it is owing 


to the lack of clerical force to handle the tn- 


creasing volume. Im a recent report the 
second assistant postmaster general made 
clear the inadequate force of clerks at work 
in the cars. He showed that In the middle 
west, where a great volume of mail origi- 
nates, there had been an increase of 18 per 
cent in four years, and recommended that 
300 extra clerks be put on the rolls, but 
congress refused

UCH has been written about man in 
M the government, but the role that 

woman plays has been passed over 

in silence. In the nature of his busy 
life man unintentionally but often 
emits woman from the category of thosé 
that do things, leaving her to gain consola- 
tion from the old maxim, “ the hand that 
rocks the cradle rules the world.” Yet 
there are thousands of noble women in 
Uncle Sam's service who today are earn- 
ing much higher salaries than the average 
man in commercial life. 

The invasion of the government offices by 
woman has caused not a little protest from 
certain men in public service, who loudiy 
assert that “a woman has no business in 
the government."’ Despite these protests 
women continue to pick many juicy plums 
in the orchard at Washington, where out of 
a total of 25,625 government employés 6,882 
are women, or a little over one-fourth. | 

The thousands of working women in 
America naturally envy the woman em- 
ployed by Uncle Sam and call her lucky, 
Well they may. It is comparatively easy 
for a man to secure an appointment, pro- 
vided he be wide awake, but for a woman 
the case is different. She may be quite as 
bright, or, as frequently happens in com- 
petitive examinations, brighter than the 
man who sits next to her in the examination 
room, but her sex her. 


Enter Through Specialty. 

When the census office was organized in 
1900 each congressman and senator had a 
quota of appointments to fill and he could 
select whom he chose for clerkships. Hun- 
dreds of women secured desirable places 
through that opportunity. But a census is 
taken only once in ten years, 

Sometimes an influential senator or repre- 
sentative can secure a temporary appoint- 
ment for a woman that will develop into 
permanency. This route of entry into the 
service, however, is exceedingly uncertain 
and practically the only way to obtain an 
appointment is through the regular semi- 
annual civil service examinations. Even by 
this method a woman’s chances for getting 
an appointment are remote, unless she pos- 
sess sotne special talent. If she be an expert 
stenographer, mathematician, or. translator 
her chances for ‘appointment are good; yet 
she must make a better grade in examina- 
tions than her male competitor. 

A man of general utility is rarely asked for 
by appointing officers, much less a woman. 


For the woman desiring employment in the 


government there ts only, anes course open: 
Thorough preparation in some ‘specialty. It 
should not be wnderstood that a woman's 
chances for appointment are nil; quite the 
reverse. Out of 095 appointments requiring 
an educational test at Washington last year 
206 were women. Once a woman is appointed 
her opportunities for premotion are as gocd 
as a man’s in her kind of wark. 


The positions open for women are 
as varied as those for men, ranging from 
that of charwoman at $20 a month to super- 
intendent of Indian echools. The latter po- 
sition, held by Miss Estelle Reel, pays $3,000 
a year and is the highest position under 
the government filled by a woman. 

The hardest, most tedious work done by 
“women in the government service is un- 
doubtedly thet of printer's assistant. This 
work pays from $1.25 to $1.50 a day, with 
uncertain employment. Money counters, a 
term that might be supposed to mean af- 
fluence, receive from $60 to $85 a month, 
with. short hours. Clerks are ustally ap- 
pointed at §900 a year. Stenographers and 
typewriters have a distinct advantage both 
in pay and the character of their work, their 
salaries ranging from $720 to $1,800 a year, 
$1,200 being a fair average.

Women in many instances have been ap- 
pointed to positions supposed to belong ex- 
clusively to men. Such, for example, is 
that held*by Miss Clara Greacen, law clerk 
in the treasury department, a well paying 
place. One of the finest translators the 
government has ever had is Miss Marie Mac- 
Naughton, who also is one of the best paid 
ef Uncle Sam's girls. Miss Lilian Pike of 
the coast and geodetic survey ranks high 
among the government's mathematicians 
and her work as a computer is a monument 
to woman's industry. 

Work in the departments is performed un- 
der much different surroundings than in 
commercial offices. The haste, the worry, 
and uncertainty of tenure are entirely re- 
moved. Government offices are all per- 
vaded with an air of quiet dignity that makes 


one feel at ease. There is also « chivalry 


and respect shown by superiors and co- 
workers that does not obtain elsewhere. 


Capital Life Broadening, 
Appointment to a position at Washington 
usually means a new life to the woman re- 
ceiving it. It often happens that she comes 


from a ‘village or small town hundreds of - 


miles distant and finds herself under condl- 
tions the reverse of those to which she has 
been accustomed. If she has lived much 
away from home she will quickly adapt her- 
self, but if she has been a “‘ home girl” it 
may take a long time for her to become used 
to new surroundings. 

In the capital city the girl from “ down in. 
Maine” meets one from the plains and is 
surprised at the west’s learning. She from 
the sunny south, the land of fair women, 
begine to use her R's, while her sister from 
the hardy north quickly learns to say “ you 
all." Everything appears strange at first, 
but gradually the little prejudices she 
brought with her disappear, the provincial- 
isms In others are unnoticed, and she finds 
herself one of a company of friends from a 
score of states, happy and independent be- 


cause her great and good Uncle Samueél has 


made her so. 

Sometimes the adventurous woman seeks 
the national capital for matrimonial pur- 
poses. But alas! she would better go west, 
where men predominate, for the census re- 
ports tell us that there are some 15,000 more 
females than malés in the District of Colum- 
bia. Notwithstanding this, not a few cases 
of broken engagements and unforeseen mar- 


riages take place, the direct result of ap- © 


pointment to government positions, for there 
are some really desirable catches in the de- 
partments. The census office, employing 
bevies of fair ones from all over the country, 
has a many a heart. 


Home Life 

One of the principal things the newcomer 
misses i¢ the home life to which she has been. 
used. Boarding does not give the freedom 


.around the house that a woman always en- 


joys; and Washington is, above all,/a town 
of boarding houses, In the northwestern sec- 
tion ef the city,. which {fs the aristocratic 
part of town, good board can be secured for 
$40 a month, including all modern conven- 
fences, On Capitol hill, a lese fashionable 
district. boarding rates are considerably less, 
going as low as $25 a month for reasohable 
accommodations. 

_A plan that is gating 
department girls is for four or five to form 
a club and rent apartments in a modern 
apartment house and do their own housekeep- 


ing. By taking turns at management the 


responsibilities are distributed, each having 
her special duties to perform. This system 
possesses numerous advantages over board- 
ing house life; the women in the club not

Improve Month's Vacation. 
The vacation of the department woman is 
one of the important events that add to her 
life. Owing to her comfortabiec 
salary, she fs less cramped for spending 
money and can indulge herself with more 
freedom than her less fortunate sister in 
commercial offices. Washington is within 
a few hours’ ride of all the principal ocean 
resorts on the Atlantic coast, where scores 
epend a month during hot weather. Others 
spend their thirty days leave visiting rela- 
tives in home states. Some make tours, a 
favorite trip being to the Pacific coast by the 
northern route and returning later in the 
season by the southern. A few take a4éi- 
tional leave and go.to Ewrope. In fact, the 
department woman who has not traveled is 
uncommon; and as travel broadens one the 
government woman is exceptionally bright.

money that has been deposited with it. As it makes a prac- 
tice of urging all depositors who have accumulated a dollar 
ov two té open accounts a regular savingé banks, where 
they can draw interest on their money, the society 
never has in its possession a large sum dan Which intefest 
eceruées fof its support. 

The association uses the stamp system of deposit. Bach 
depositor 6whs a stamp deposit card, on which is written, 
besides the owner's name and addfess, the station where it 
Was taken out and the date of its issue. Deposits can be 
thade only by buying and attaching to the cards the steel 
engraved stampe of the society, which are made in the de- 
hominations of 1, 5, 10, 26, and 50 gents’. Money can bé with- 
drawn only by signing the receipt on the stamp @eposit card 
and by giving it up, either at the station where issued, or, 
under certain circumstances, at the central office of the 
society, in the Tribune building, where Miss Ellen L. Highbey, 
the cashier is in charge. No sum can be withdrawn which 
is less than the amount represented by all the stamps at- 
tached to the card. 

The society carries on its work by two different methods.

All the year long these collectors 
have been quietly and steadily working to bring. about in 
unhappy homes of the peor that spirit of union and. sym- 
pathy which will make this Christmastide a season of gen- 
uine good will and joy. To cite a few specific Instances: One 
familly has been rescued from the clutches of a loan shark 
through a collector's advice and aid; an unruly boy has been 
seved from the John Worthy school and given a real inapira- 
tion to study and work; and more than one family was held 
together during the late stockyards strike and tided over 
their difficulties.
